Perhaps, on the other hand, for the production 
and cultivation of some of the higher virtues of a 
hurse, work under the Poor Law prest nts greatel 
opportunities, where all are great. In the hos 
pital one meets with much misery and suffering, 
often the result of folly and s n, but the fre quent 
degradation and hopelessness of the pauper sick 
has no paralle 1. In that word, ‘‘ hopelessness, 
lies the secret of the need for every higher quality 
a& woman may possess. Many cases come in to 
lie in this their last refuge; they have struggled 
gainst it through want and suffering until the 
sh failed, and even the workhouse was prefer- 
able to continuing the unequal fight. 

To be ch ery always sympathe tic and he ly ful, 
indiscouraged by ingratitude, unwearied by 
months and years of watching, taking a kindly 
interest in the same complaints reiterated every 
day, the same calls upon patience and forbear- 
ance, requires the utmost love and devotion of 
which a woman is capable. 

Few cures and many deaths take place in these 
wards, where science stands often powerless to 
cure or to relieve; and the atmosphere of hope 
and strenuous endeavour belongs wholly to the 
hospital, where, too, the nurse’s great incentive 
to get her patient on his feet before he loses his 
. job,”’ and before wife and little ones are at the 
end o! their resources, or the sick moths r back 
to her crying babies, is rarely absent 

The infirmary probationer learns to do menial 
work very thoroughly—to lift and dress and tend 
kindly and skilfully, the chronic sufferer, and 
smooth the path for the dying; to feed the help- 
less, to pertorm the thousand and one small 
duties which give ease or alleviation, to dress 
eallous, slow-healing wounds with unwearied 
patience and hope, earning often but poor thanks 
for having made the patient fit for a discharge 
he has learned to dread, with its hidden meaning 
of poverty and privation. 

For practical operative work the hospital train- 
ing is far and away the best, for nothing can 
equal the daily practice of tl ritual of surgery 
and the quickness ol eye and hand it teaches 
This knowledge of operative work is rarely gained 


by Poor-Law nurses, as comparatively f opera 
tions are attempted on the class of cases under 
their care. 

In many infirmaries the theoretical teaching 
is excellent, and the lectures and classes superior 
to those given in the smaller hospitals, the results 
of independent examination being most satisfac 
tory. 

Spi aking very generally, and not with regard 
to personal character, the infirmary fits its pupils 
admirably for district work, either as nurses or 
superintendents, also, with the addition of the 
C.M.B. certificate, for midwives or inspector: 
under the county councils—but only exceptior 
ally for the higher posts in institutions 

Hospital nurses, on account of the wider scops 
of their work and their greater opportunities for 
culture, are better fitted for the organisation and 
training of a large staff. and the preparation of 
the nurses of the futur.
